We employed men to make a thorough investigation of the farmer's 
requirements; to find out where and how he could use concrete with 
profit to himself; to discover all problems he might come across and to 
tolve them.

The forest reserve 
mentioned, it will be remembered, 
comprises the entire eastern slope of 
the Rocky Mountains, from the inter- 
national bouniary to a point farther 
north than the latitude of Edmonton. 
The study takes in only the southern 
part of the reserve 

In the bulletin referred to, Mr.

of altitude, aspect and other condi- 
tions. He also oes into the effect of 
fires, lumbering an other factors on 
the forest and its growth. Methods 
of lumbering are also discussed, with 
the idea always in mind of renewing 
the forest and getting a second crop 
of timber. ’ethods followed on the 
United States ‘National Forests’ in 
Montana are described in this connect- 
ion, and the bulletin concludes with a 
number of tables of a technical na- 
ture, showing, among other details, 
the yleld to be expected from forests 
of the various types. A number of 
half tone cuts are used to illustrate 
the bulletin,

For the Dining Table. 

The ever present fern dish as a center 
plece for the dinner table has become 
almost as much a part of the service 
as the knives and forks or as cereal 
for breakfast in the American house- 
hold, and when one ventures to sug- 
gest that a change vould be quite 
cheering to the spirits as well as the 
eye every one suys, “But there's no 
other plant that can be depended 
upon!”

,color, which will put forth new shoots 

and new blossoms continually from. 
November to April, and {t ts such a 
groceful, pretty plant, which instead 
of growing less attractive after a few 
blossoms have bloomed and fallen, be- 
comes busbier and more interesting 
each day. 

The original cost is small, a dollar or 
so buying a very good specimen, and 
if planted In a wide, low flowerpot 
and set in a preity basket one bas a 
charming plant, suitable for any one or 
all of one's inforinal home meals. 


Care of Parcel Post Plants. 

When plants are sent from the florist 
by mall or express it is not advisable 
to pot them as soon as they are un- 
packed. Sometimes when they have 
been several days on the way the soll 
about their roots will have dried out 
go much that us soon as the moss or 
paper in which they are wrapped ‘s 
taken off it will crumble away, leaving 
the roots bare. To prevent this untie 
the wrapplugs of the plant carefully, 
but do not remove them. Spread the 
plants out upon the floor and shower’ 
them well. Then cover their roots with 
a thick cloth and pour on enough wa- 
ter to thoroughly saturate the earth 
about them. Leave the plants for four 
or five hours before potting them. If 
this plan !s followed it {s possible to 
get them into thelr new pots without 
serious disturbance of their roots. Aft- 
er potting put them in a shady place 
and water well. Shower them twice a 
day for a week and give them plenty 
of fresh alr, but do not expose them to 
hot or drying winda, 


Quince Souffle. 

Stew three or four quinces soft. Rub 
through a colander and sweeten. Pour 
{oto a glass dish and cover with a cus- 
tard made with one pint of milk, three 
egg yolks and two tnblespoonfuls of 
sugar. Whip the whites of eggs light 
with three tablespoonfuls of sugar and 
heap on top.
